National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  -  51 


Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  was  designed  to 
help  persons  who,  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged 
or  physically  handicapped,  being  in  insanitary  conditions,  are  unable  to 
devote  to  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  others  proper  care  and 
attention.  Under  the  original  Act,  applications  were  submitted  to  a 
Magistrate's  Court  for  the  removal  of  such  persons,  but  the  Amendment 
Act  of  1951  introduced  an  accelerated  procedure  whereby  application  can 
be  made  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 


No  action  was  taken  in  Knottingley  during  the  year.

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The  year  1970  has  been  eventful  both  in  our  own  Division  and 
in  the  Health  Service  generally. 

In  April,  the  former  Divisions  11  and  12  were  fused  -into  an 
enlarged  Division  11,  comprising  Pontefract  and  Castleford  Boroughs, 
Knottingloy,  leathers tone  and  Normanton  Urban  Districts,  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Osgoldcross.  The  population  of  the  new  Division 
was  130,000.  The  operation  of  fusion  and  the  alignment  of 
procedures  were  carried  out  smoothly. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  we  had  to  prepare  to  hand  over 
our  Home  Help  and  Mental  Health  Services  to  the  new  Department  of 
Social  Services  which  was  to  become  operational  on  the  1st  April, 1971 

Also  during  the  year  we  were  made  aware  of  major  changes 
impending  not  only  in  local  government  but  in  all  the  Health  Service 
as  well.  Although  details  of  these  changes  are  still  being  worked 
out,  it  seems  clear  that  all  three  of  the  present  branches  of  the 
Health  Service  will  be  welded  into  one,  and  the  present  personal 
Health  Services  administered  by  the  County  Council  will  be  removed 
from  local  government  altogether. 

Our  nursing  services  have  been  well  maintained  during  the  year 
though  recruitment  of  midwives  is  now  proving  difficult.  The  lack 
of  full-time  medical  staff  has  been  a  constant  and  increasing  problem 
It  is  a  problem,  moreover,  which  will  continue  until  the  future  of 
the  Departmental  Officer  and  indeed  of  the  County  District  Medical 
Officer  is  determined  and  made  clear. 

Meanwhile,  some  contraction  of  our  services  is  inevitable, 
though  the  more  important  ones  will  be  maintained.

Diabetic  Liaison 


The  arrangement  whereby  a  Health  Visitor  attends  at  the  Diabetic 
clinics  held  at  the  Castleford  Hightown  Hospital  and  Pontefract 
General  Infirmary  continued.  She  is  able  to  discuss  with  the 
Hospital  staff  every  aspect  of  care  required  by  the  patients  who 
attend.  Arrangements  are  made  for  the  patients  to  be  visited  sub¬ 
sequently  either  by  a  Health  Visitor  or  District  Nursing  Sister. 


Geriatric  Liaison 

Two  Health  Visitors  attend  a  case  conference  each  week  at 
Headlands  Hospital,  Pontefract,  where  the  progress  of  the  patient, 
his  social  needs,  are  discussed,  so  that  arrangements  can  be  made 
for  the  provision  of  any  service  from  my  Department  to  be  available 
when  the  patient  returns  home. 

The  Health  Visitors  make  follow-up  visits  after  the  patient 
returns  home. 


Section  4 


Home  Nursing  Service 

All  the  District  Nurses  working  in  the  Divisional  area  are 
attached  to  individual  medical  practices  or  groups  of  practices 
rather  than  working  on  an  area  basis.  This  system  has  worked 
extremely  well  and  the  closer  co-operation  between  the  doctors 
and  nurses  has  been  more  satisfactory  both  to  them  and  to  the 
patients . 

A  large  number  of  different  items  of  equipment  for  loan  to 
patients  being  nursed  at  home  is  available  in  the  Division.  These 
include  wheelchairs,  walking  aids,  bed  pans,  rubber  sheets,  commode 
beds,  mattresses,  foam  rings,  hydraulic  hoists,  etc.  During  the 
year  1,628  issues  of  such  equipment  were  made. 

The  tendency  to  use  disposable  materials  has  continued  and 
nowadays  disposable  catheters,  urine  bottles  and  sputum  mugs  are 
being  used.  The  issue  of  disposable  paper  sheets  to  incontinent 
patients  has  increased  considerably.  These  are  a  great  help  to 
the  relatives 'who  would  otherwise  be  faced  with  large  amounts  of 
unpleasant  daily  washing.

Day  and  Night  Nursing  Service 

A  limited  service  is  provided  in  cases  where  an  emergency  arises 
during  the  terminal  stages  of  illness  to  help  relatives  who  have  been 
faced  with  prolonged  periods  caring  for  patients.  This  enables  them 
to  get  a  few  nights  sleep  without  interruption.  The  staff  employed 
can  either  be  trained  nurses  or  "sitters— in" ,  depending  on  the  needs 
of  the  patient.

The  proportion  of  home  confinements  was  about  21^  of  the  total 
births . 


Early  discharges  from  hospitals  and  maternity  homes  and  the 
investigation  of  home  circumstances  of  mothers  booked  for  48  hour 
discharge  continue  to  impose  a  considerable  amount  of  visiting  on 
the  midwives.  They  also  attend  the  Mothercraft  and  Relaxation 
classes  held  at  Health  Centres  and  Clinics  in  the  Division.

Home 


There  was  a  further  increase  in  demand  for  this  service  during 
the  year.  The  Divisional  establishment  of  Home  Helps  was  the 
equivalent  of  93  full-time  Home  Helps.  All  the  Home  Helps  work  on 
a  part-time  basis  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  230  staff  were  employed. 


In  October,  Miss  K.  Duker  was  appointed  as  Home  Help  Organiser 
for  the  Divisional  area.  It  was  hoped  to  appoint  two  assistant 
organisers  early  in  1971  after  which  supervision  and  control  of  the 
service  would  be  transferred  from  the  nursing  staff.

Chiropody 

The  County  Council’s  scheme  provides  free  chiropody  for 
the  following; - 

1.  Elderly  persons  (Males  65  years  or  over 

Females  oO  years  or  over) 

2.  Expectant  Mothers. 

3-  Physically  handicapped  patients. 


Patients  are  usually  treated  by  the  chiropodists  at  County 
Council  Clinics,  but  when  unable  to  do  so  on  medical  grounds, 
treatment  is  given  at  home.

Health  E ducat ion 

The  teaching  of  positive  health  and  the  prevention  of  disease 
continued  to  he  carried  out  by  all  members  of  the  nursing  team 
either  on  an  individual  or  group  basis.  It  covered  all  age  groups 
from  the  antenatal  period  to  old  age. 

Midwives  are  responsible  for  individual  health  education  to 
expectant  mothers  t  the  antenatal  clinics  and  in  their  own  homes. 

Antenatal  teaching  classes  are  held  in  each  area  where  a 
comprehensive  programme  for  healthy  motherhood  is  carried  out, 
including  certain  exercises. 

Expectant  mothers  attending  some  of  the  classes  have  the 
opportunity  to  visit  the  maternity  home  into  which  they  are  booked 
to  see  where  their  confinement  will  take  place  and  also  to  meet 
the  nursing  staff. 

District  Nursing  Sisters  arc  concerned  with  all  age  groups,  but 
in  particular  the  elderly.  This  involves  both  the  teaching  of 
patients  and  the  relatives  in  nursing  care  and  health  matters. 

Health  Visitors  are  the  field  workers  in  preventative  medicine 
and  therefore  are  involved  with  all  aspects  of  health  education  to 
the  family.  She  carries  out  individual  teaching  in  the  homes  she 
visits,  bein.?  primarily  concerned  with  children  under  five  years, 
school  children  and  the  elderly. 

More  formal  teaching  in  the  form  of  group  discussion  is  carried 
out  in  the  clinics.  In  the  schools,  programmes  are  arranged  to 
cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects  including  hygiene, . c&ild  edre,  smoking 
and  health. 

A  wide  range  of  visual  aids  are  available,  including  films, 
filmstrips  and  posters. 

Requests  are  received  from  voluntary  associations  for  speakers 
to  be  supplied  on  a  variety  of  health  matters.  During  the  year, 
talks  have  been  given  on  cervical  cytology,  family  planning,  mother- 
craft  and  child  care.

Screening  Tests 

Cervical  JTyt ology 

This  service  provides  for  the  examination  of  women,  who,  although 
physically  well,  may  suffer  from  a  pre-cancerous  condition  known  as 
Carcinoma-in-Situ.  All  that  is  involved  is  a  simple  and  painless 
examination  and  the  taking  of  a  cervical  smear. 

There  has  been  a  steady  flow  of  applications. 

During  the  year  847  smears  were  taken  and  3  patients  were  found 
to  have  positive  smears. 

Well  Woman  Clinic 


A  special  clinic  session  was  established  at  the  Sagar  Street 
Clinic  every  Tuesday  morning  at  which  married  ladies  are  invited  by 
appointment  to  be  examined  by  one  of  our  Medica.1  Officers.  The 
following  tests  and  examinations  are  carried  out.

During  the  year  45  clinics  were  held  and  427  patients  examined. 

It  was  necessary  to  refer  94  patients  to  their  General  Practitioners 
for  various  conditions. 

The  results  of  all  the  tests  are  sent  to  the  patient’s  general 
practitioner  as  a  routine. 

Ortolani  Testing  for  Congeni tal  Dislocation  of  the  Hip 

This  test  is  carried  out  by  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and  Clinic 
doctors  on  babies  coming  into  their  hands  for  the  first  time.  During 
the  year  6  children  were  referred  to  specialists  and  confirmed  as  cases 
of  congenital  dislocation  of  hip  and  splinted.  Nineteen  other 
children  were  referred  to  specialists  but  found  not  to  have  dislocation 
of  hip  or  given  appointments  for  further  investigation. 

Phony Ike  tonur ia 

Phenylketonuria  is  an  inherited  metabolic  disease  which  causes 
brain  damage  and  mental  deterioration  but  if  diagnosed  early  there  is 
the  possibility  of  preventing  irreversible^  mental  deterioration  if 
special  dietary  control  is  taken.  Every  child  has  a  simple  blood 
test  performed  at  about  six  days  old.  This  is  done  either  in  the 
maternity  home  or  by  the  domiciliary  midwife. 

The  tests  on  all  babies  in  this  area  during  the  year  proved 
negative .

Mental  Health  Service 

The  Divisional  area  has  its  full  establishment  of  four  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  whose  duties  are  concerned  with  the  fore-care  and 
after-care  of  mentally  disordered  persons  and  with  the  admission  of 
such  persons  to  hospital  when  this  becomes  necessary.  A  twenty- 
four  hour  admission  service  is  operated  with  other  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  in  adjoining  Divisions. 

Psychiatric  Out-Patient  Clinic 

With  the  co-operation  of  local  Consultant  Psychiatrists  and  the 
local  Hospital  Management  Committee ,  Mental  Welfare  Officers  attend  at 
Psychiatric  Out-Patients  clinics  held  at  Beancroft  Road,  Castleford,  and 
at  Pontefract  General  Infirmary  on  three  occasions  each  week. 

Psychiatric  Social  Club 

A  Social  Club  is  held  every  Monday  evening  from  7»00  p.m.  at 
West  Villa,  Hightown,  Castleford.  There  are  23  names  on  the  register 
with  an  average  attendance  of  10.  Club  night  is  looked  forward  to  by 
all  members  and  a  happy  family  atmosphere  exists  throughout  each  session. 

Airedale  Training  Centre 

The  year  commenced  with  107  Trainees  on  Roll,  During  the  year 
9  Trainees  were  admitted  and  8  left,  leaving  a  total  in  December,  1970, 
of  108. 

Emphasis  on  social  speech,  sense  and  habit  training  continues  to  be 
predominant  in  the  Centre  routine. 

The  adult  section  of  the  Centre  continues  to  produce  a  good  variety 
of  items.  The  goods  produced  by  the  male  trainees  are  mainly  wood 
constructions.  The  female  trainees  are  mainly  engaged  on  items  of 
needlework  and  craft. 

The  social  activities  during  the  year  included  a  Christmas  Toy 
Service  held  in  the  Salvation  Army  Hall,  Castleford,  on  the  9th 
December,  Each  Trainee  provided  at  least  one  toy  to  be  given  to  less 
fortunate  children,  sang  carols  and  played  the  chime  bars.  This  was 
followed  later  in  the  month  by  the  Christmas  parties  at  the  Centre,  one 
for  the  Juniors  and  one  for  the  Adults,  on  the  15 th  and  22nd  December, 
respectively. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  new  legislation  had  been  intnoudeed  vvhich 
'would  involve  the  transfer  of  the  Junior  Wing  of  the  Centre  to  the 
Education  Department  and  the  transfer  of  the  Adult  wing  to  the  oontrol 
of  the  new  Social  Services  Department  of  the  County  Council  in  1971*

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Community  immunisation  in  this  country  is  at  present  directed  to 
the  prevention  of  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis, 
Smallpox,  Tuberculosis,  Measles  and  this  year,  for  the  first  time, 
German  Measles. 

In  1968  the  Ministry  of  Health  recommended  a  revised  schedule  of 
vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures  and  this  schedule  was  adopted 
in  this  area.  This  is  as  follows: -

Children  bom  on  or  after  1st  April,  1968,  have  been  dealt  with 
under  this  schedule.  All  the  appointments  and  follow-up  procedures 
are  dealt  with  by  the  County  Council  computer  at  Wakefield. 

Immunisation  against  German  Measles  (Rubella)  commenced  in 
October,  1970,  and  this  was  offered  to  all  girls  between  their  eleventh 
and  fourteenth  birthday. 

The  immunity  which  it  gives  lasts  a  considerable  time,  and  through 
the  usual  child  bearing  life.  That  is  the  important  fact,  for  although 
Rubella  is  usually  a  mild  disease  in  childhood  and  adolescence  it  can 
cause  miscarriages  or  handicaps  in  the  baby  if  the  disease  occurs  in 
the  early  months  of  pregnancy.  Some  of  these  handicaps  (including 
blindness,  deafness  and  heart  disease)  are  very  serious  indeed. 

Due  to  the  shortage  of  vaccine,  priority  in  the  first  instance 
was  given  to  those  girls  in  their  fourteenth  year.  As  supplies  become 
more  freely  available  all  girls  between  11  and  1R  years  of  age  will  be 
offered  vaccination.

Section  12 


School  Health  Service 

The  basis  of  the  School  Health  Service  has  traditionally  been  founded  on 
the  routine  medical  inspection  of  all  pupils  at  certain  stages  of  their 
school  life.  Changing  social  patterns  and  the  ready  availability  of  medical 
attention  through  the  National  Health  Service  have  induced  many  authorities 
to  concentrate  the  efforts  of  school  doctors  more  on  the  ascertainment  and 
follow-up  of  children  with  special  handicaps  or  about  whom  nurses,  teachers 
or  parents  are  concerned. 

In  September,  1968,  it  was  decided  to  retain  as  routine  examinations 
only  the  first  (entrants)  and  the  last  (leavers)  for  all  children.  In  the 
intervening  years  the  parents  are  asked  to  complete  a  Health  Questionnaire 
and  only  those  children  thought  to  require  examination  are  dealt  with.  The 
following  tables  show  the  number  of  examinations  carried  out  and  the  defects 
found.

Cleanliness  Inspections 

Routine  and  request  inspections  were  carried  out  at  each  school  by  the 
school  nurses  and  a  total  of  54,779  inspections  and  re-inspections  were  carried 
out.  Six  hundred  and  seventy-seven  individual  children  were  reported  to  be 
unsatisfactory  but  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  the 
degree  of  infestation  is  extremely  light. 

The  remedial  procedure  adopted  on  the  discovery  of  these  defects  is  to 
notify  the  parents  informally  in  the  first  instance,  visiting  if  necessary  to 
give  advice  on  the  methods  of  dealing  with  infestation.  If  cure  is  not 
effected  the  nurse  visits  the  home  and  interviews  the  parents,  and  finally, 
if  it  is  evident  that  insufficient  care  is  being  exercised,  the  Statutory  Notice 
under  the  Education  Act,  1944,  is  sent  requiring  the  child  to  be  cleansed  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Officer  or  to  the  person  appointed  by  him  for 
that  purpose  within  48  hours.

The  County  Council  allows  free  use  of  clinic  premises  and 
equipment  to  the  Family  Planning  Association  and  in  addition  provides 
an  annual  grant  to  the  Association. 

In  this  area  the  Association  holds  weekly  sessions  at  the 
Castleford  Hightown  Hospital  and  the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract. 

It  is  anticipated  that  additional  sessions  will  be  started  in 
1971  at  the  Knottingley  Health  Centre  and  Normanton  Clinic. 

Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  act 

Under  this  Act  the  County  Council  is  required  to  control  the 
registration  of  nurseries,  play  groups  and  child  minders.  Each 
application  for  registration  is  carefully  considered  and  a  full 
inspection  of  premises  is  carried  out  to  verify  that  satisfactory 
standards  are  maintained. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  seven  play  groups  were  registered  and 
these  were  authorised  to  accept  a  total  of  163  children.  Three 
daily  minders  were  registered  to  receive  a  total  of  seven  children. 

Regular  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  premises  during 
the  year. 


Co-ordinating  Committees  on  Problem  Families 

Within  most  communities  there  are  a  number  of  families  who  present 
special  problems  which  fall  to  the  lot  of  social  workers  over  a  wide 
sphere  of  activity  to  deal  with.  Occasionally,  and  often  tragically, 
circumstances  lead  to  the  break-up  of  families,  and  young  children  being 
taken  into  permanent  care  by  the  Children’ s  -Authorities.  -Usually  with 
this  type  of  family  a  number  of  social  agencies  aro  involved  and  for  this 
reason,  periodic  meetings  are  convened  to  share  information,  concert 
action,  avoid  overlapping  cr  conflicting  advice,  and  to  strive  to  the 
utmost  of  endeavour  to  prevent  family  break-up,  consistent  of  course  with 
the  physical  and  mental  well-being  of  the  children. 

The  responsibility  for  the  conduct  of  these  meetings  devolves  upon 
the  Divisional  Medical  Officer.  Quarterly  meetings  were  held  separately 
in  the  Castleford  and  Pontefract  area  during  the  year. 

Battered  Babies 


Early  in  1970,  Ministry  Circular  C.M.O.  2/70  drew  attention  to  the 
problem  of  young  children  who  are  injured  by  their  parents.  It  was  felt 
that  local  discussion  should  take  place  amongst  all  agencies  concerned 
with  child  care  so  that  a  definite  course  of  action  should  be  planned  for 
dealing  with  this  problem. 

A  committee  was  therefore  established  in  the  Divisional  area  involving 
the  Consultant  Paediatrician,  Consultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Divisional 
Medical  Officers,  Children’s  Officer,  N.S.P.C.C.,  Nursing  Officers  and 
Police.  The  need  for  early  recognition  of  the  problem  wa s  discussed  and 
a  policy  formulated  for  dealing  with  any  case  or  suspected  case  of  the 
syndrome.  Following  the  original  meeting  subsequent  committee  meetings 
have  been  called  to  deal  with  individual  cases.  These  have  proved  most 
helpful  and  excellent  liaison  has  been  established  between  the  Hospital 
Service,  the  Local  Authority  services  and  the  N.S.P.C.C.

Annual  Report 

of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

For  the  sixteenth  year  in  succession  I  must  once  again  sit  down  and 
consider  the  work  of  my  Department  in  relation  to  the  aims  oi  both  my 
Council  and  of  Central  Government  with  the  object  of  preparing  an  Annual 
Report.  My  somewhat  bitter  remarks  of  last  year  still  loom  largely  in 
the  thoughts  of  the  Department  and,  of  course,  during  1970  the  decisions 
which  produced  these  remarks  resulted  in  the  anticipated  and,  in  some 
places  welcomed,  fail-back  to  burning  bituminous  coal.  Unfortunately, 
many  apoliances  in  which  this  fuel  was  burned  were  quite  unsuitable  ion 
the  purpose  and  a  considerable  amount  of  damage  was  done  to  the 
appliances  -  damage  which  is  only  now  coming  to  light  as  we  once  again 
commence  persuading  people  to  sell  and  to  burn  authorised  fuels  only. 

The  really  big  event  this  year,  in  my  view,  was  the  Council’s 
decision  to  use  Improvement  Grant  procedures  to  modernise  all  pre-war 
Council  owned  properties.  This  decision,  together  with  the  recently 
announced  75%  grant  aid,  will,  I  feel  sure,  give  considerable  impetus 
to  the  comparatively  slow  rate  oi  Improvement  of  private  houses  within 
the  district.  It  is  fervently  hoped  that  in  the  future  unfit  houses 
will  be  improved  rather  than  demolished.  Preferably  this  should  bo 
done  by  the  owner  but  the  Local  Authority  have  the  power  to  purchase 
such  property  for  modernisation.  Such  schemes,  if  properly  carried 
out,  could  result  in  a  stock  of  comparatively  low  cost/low  rent  housing. 

The  staffing  position  in  the  Department  will  be  improved  very 
shortly,  it  is  hoped,  and  it  is  intended  to  take  advantage  of  this 
situation  to  press  a  little  harder  than  has  heretofore  been  possible  on 
such  things  as  Factories,  the  reporting  of  accidents  under  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  recorded  Housing  inspections  and  certain 
other  minor  but  much  needed  tasks. 

Environment  —  a  favourite  word  of  mine,  is  the  "IN"  word  at  the 
moment.  Provided  that  Finance  -  usually  the  most  serious  obstacle  - 
is  forthcoming,  then  the  imagination  can  get  to  work  on  certain  well 
known  "grey  areas"  in  the  town.  Knottingloy  has  a  potential  second 
to  none°in  this  area  and  the  opening  of  the  now  sewage  works,  the 
provision  of  leisure  amenities  and  schools  which  are  now  proceeding 
apace,  shows  that  imaginative  planning  is  possible.  With  goodwill 
and  hard  work  the  rather  "scruffy"  image  of  the  town  could,  in  quite 
a  short  time,  be  banished  for  over. 

Our  environment  both  medically  and  aesthetically  influences  our 
lives  from  birth  to  death.  Let  us  hope  it  will  soon  bo  a  good 
influence.

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SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 


It  is  estimated  that  there  are  over  5*600  properties  in  the  district, 
of  which  5013  are  occupied  dwelling  houses,,  The  remainder  consist  of 
business  and  industrial  premises  and  agricultural  properties,,  All  these 
properties  have  a  water  carriage  system  of  sewage  disposal.  One  house 
has  been  converted  this  year.  Twenty-eight  houses  are  served  by 
cesspools  and  these  are  all  in  the  remoter  parts  of  the  town  or  are  on 
sites  x/here  it  is  impossible  to  connect  to  the  sewer. 

Of  the  Industrial  Premises  in  the  district,  the  majority  are 
sewered.  Cesspools  are  in  use  again  in  the  odd  place  where  it  is  not 
practical  to  connect  into  the  sewer  and  on  certain  construction  sites. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Supplies  of  disinfectant  are  available  at  the  Public  Health 
Department  as  and  when  required.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  as 
necessary.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the  Urban  District,, 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

We  have  only  one  licenced  caravan  site  within  the  district  with 
standings  for  45  caravans.  Amenities  have  been  provided  on  the  scale 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  and  electricity  and  fire  fighting  equipment 
are  also  laid  on. 
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There  appears  to  be  little  difficulty  in  filling  the  site  which  is 
somewhat  surprising  in  view  of  the  excellent  housing  record  of  the  town 
and  the  comparatively  short  time  which  people  have  to  wait  for  a  Council 
dwelling,  should  they  be  in  need  of  accommodation.  The  site  is  on  the 
North-Western  boundary  of  the  Urban  District  but  is  convenient  for  bus 
services  to  local  shopping  areas  and  is  pleasantly  situated  in  protected 
woodland. 

Gypsies  and  travellers  occasionally  use  vacant  plots  in  the  town 
but,  as  development  progresses,  these  sites  are  becoming  progressively 
fewer  and  nearer  to  housing  estates.  The  occasional  presence  of  gypsy 
caravans  under  these  conditions  almost  invariably  produces  complaints 
from  the  householders  and  the  Local  Authority  take  action  to  remove  the 
caravans. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS 


We  now  have  ten  scrap  metal  dealers  registered  in  the  district. 
This  type  of  business  appears  to  be  growing  and  the  modern  system  of 
building  for  obsolescence  will  probably  result  in  an  even  greater 
increase  for  the  future. 

Scrap  yards  are  somewhat  unaesthetic  developments  and  great  care 
will  have  to  be  taken  when  planning  permissions  are  granted  to  ensure 
that  the  object  of  preventing  spoilage  of  the  country  side  by  the 
collection  of  scrap  is  not  negated  by  the  unsightly  sprawling  of  the 
scrap  yards  themselves. 

The  only  real  problem  which  they  cause  at  the  moment  is  black 
smoke  when  a  motor  body  is  "accidentally"  fired.  Strong  action  is 
reducing  the  incidence  of  this  type  of  occurence. 

DISPOSAL  OF  MOTOR  VEHICLES 


The  publicity  which  surrounded  Conservation  Year  appears  to  have  had 
some  effect  on  the  numbers  of  vehicles  dumped  in  the  District  during  1970. 
Either  that,  or  owners  and  scrap  merchants  are  getting  closer  in  their 
valuation  of  old  cars. 

Whichever  it  was,  the  dumping  rate  fell  noticeably  and  only  16 
vehicles  had  to  be  disposed  of  by  this  Department. 

Local  scrap  merchants  collect  the  vehicles  and  scrap  them.  If  it  is 
necessary  to  hold  a  vehicle  securely  for  a  short  time,  then  we  tow  it  in 
and  store  it  at  the  Council's  Depot. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


During  1970  the  upward  curve  of  rodent  complaints  flattened  out  and 
we  finished  the  year  with  about  the  same  figures  as  in  1969. 

To  some  degree  this  reflects  the  corjplotion  of  our  major  building 
schemes,  but  it  is  also  right,  I  feel,  to  give  credit  to  the  work  done 
by  our  Rodent  Operator  and  the  members  of  my  staff  who  have  helped  and 
advised  him  during  the  year. 
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Unfortunately  we  find  that  whilst  people  complain  bitterly  about 
rodent  infestations,  they  still  will  not  take  elementary  precautions  to 
prevent  or  reduce  the  chances  of  such  infestations.  Huts  are  still 
built  flat  to  the  ground  instead  of  being  lifted  four  to  six  inches. 
Bread  is  still  thrown  out  "for  the  birds".  Vegetable  waste  is  thrown 
on  gardens  "to  dig  in  as  natural  fertiliser".  Dustbins  are  left  with 
lids  off. 

All  these  habits  increase  the  risk  of  infestation  and  I  do 
sincerely  plead  with  people  to  put  their  domestic  waste  in  a  proper 
dustbin,  which  everyone  has,  and  to  keep  the  lid  securely  on# 

It  is  a  very  trite  but  very  true  saying  that  "A  ha'porth  of 
prevention  is  better  than  a  pennorth  of  cure".

HOUSING 


NEW  HOUSING 


The  1970  figures  for  new  houses  constructed  show  the  end  of  my 
Council’s  commitment  to  build  for  incoming  workers. 

89  Council  dwellings  and  30  private  houses  were  completed  during 
the  year. 

After  a  short  breathing  space  to  complete  their  assessment  of 
future  needs,  contracts  were  let  for  the  next  stage  of  the  Aire  Street 
Redevelopment  Scheme  and  for  further  old  peoples  dwellings. 

Demand  for  housing  has  fallen  somewhat  and  the  virtual  end  of 
Slum  Clearance  means  that  there  is  no  great  pool  of  tenants  crying  out 
for  better  housing  condi tions.These  factors  affect  Local  Authority 
building  and  private  building  together. 

The  private  sector  is  also  affected,  and  to  a  much  greater  extent, 
by  the  high  cost  of  mortgages.  Fortunately  the  lending  powers  of 
Local  Authorities  have  been  slightly  less  restricted  than  of  recent 
years  and  the  100 %  mortgage  scheme  is  proving  very  popular. 

OVERCROWDING 


There  were  no  cases  of  overcrowding  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  during  the  year.  One  reason  for  this,  of  course,  is  that 
lodgers  in  Knottingley  are  so  quickly  housed  that  overcrowding  has  no 
time  to  develop. 


SLUM  CLEARANCE 

Continuous  inspection  of  the  district  still  reveals  the  odd  house 
or  two  which,  for  various  reasons,  has  fallen  below  the  acceptable 
standard  of  fitness.  These  properties  are  then  dealt  with  either  as 
Individual  Unfit  houses  or  as  Improvement  Grant  cases. 

In  either  case,  one  more  bad  house  is  got  rid  of.  We  are  lucky 
in  that  our  earlier  efforts  have  rid  us  of  our  badly  arranged, 
delapidated  and  uninhabitable  slums.  A  few  buildings  of  this  type 
still  stand,  mainly  due  to  the  obduracy  of  a  single  tenant  who  will 
not  be  re-housed  except  on  his/her  conditions.  In  these  circumstances 
we  are  on  a  hiding  to  nothing.  If  pressure  is  brought  to  bear  on  the 
tenant,  we  are  heartless  and  if  we  leave  them  -  and  the  buildings 
alone,  self  styled  pundits  reveal  our  '’inefficiencies'1  and 
"unsympathetic  attitudes"  to  the  world  at  large. 

As  a  result  of  the  completion  of  our  Slum  Clearance  work  my 
Council  have  been  able  to  turn  their  attention  elsewhere  and  we  are 
now  engaged  on  a  wholesale  modernisation  of  pre-war  Council  houses 
and  bungalows.  To  date  55  houses  have  been  completed,  a  further  75 
are  in  progress  as  this  years  effort.  Plans  and  specifications  are 
being  drawn  up  for  99  to  be  done  next  year  and  the  remaining  439 
pre-war  dwellings  are  being  inspected  and  segregated  into  a  five 
year  programme. 

When  this  scheme  is  finished  Knottingley  should  have  the  finest 
and  most  modern  Council  housing  stock  in  the  country.  Yet  another 
example,  I  submit,  of  the  advantages  of  grass-roots  "Local" 

Government,  and  in  all  probability,  yet  another  housing  "first"  to 
add  to  Knottingley* s  laurels  in  this  field.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


We  now  have  only  three  privately  owned  slaughter houses  in  the  district, 
one  of  which  is  confinod  purely  to  the  slaughter  of  horses.  The  majority 
of  horse  neat  is  exported  to  Continental  countries. 

There  is  no  Public  Abbatoir  in  the  district. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 


Meat  inspection  is  still  carried  out  at  the  three  slaughterhouses  in  the 
town,  partially  in  overtime  at  the  weekends.  This  is  not,  of  course,  popular 
with  the  s£aff  but  I  an  convinced  it  is  even  less  popular  with  the  butchers 
themselves.  It  is  very  difficult,  however,  for  a  small  family  butcher  to 
attend  to  his  shop,  buy  at  markets  and  then  slaughter  the  animals  and  still 
have  then  available  for  inspection  within  the  normal  office  hours  of  this 
country.  Generally  speaking,  only  a  small  .amount  of  disease  is  found  in 
animals  killed  in  this  district.  This  is  a  tribute  both  to  past  policies 
pursued  by  both  Government  and  Local  Authorities  and  the  skill  of  our  butchers 
in  chosing  their  animals  for  slaughter. 

Meat  from  horses  slaughtered  within  the  district  is  exported  to  the 
Continent  and  this  meat  is  inspected  and  the  official  certificate  issued 
prior  to  export.

FOOD  HYCIiCNE  REGULATIONS 


During  the  year  under  review  more  old  shops  have  been  closed  and  newly 
built  modern  shops  opened. 

It  is  difficult  to  prevent  deterioration  in  standards  when  occupiers 
know  that  within  a  year  or  two  -  and  sometimes  even  less,  their  shops  will 
be  purchased  by  the  Local  Authority  and  demolished  for  re-development. 

The  new  shops  are  a  great  improvement  on  the  older  ones  and  generally 
seem  to  generate  a  fair  amount  of  extra  trade  in  comparison  with  their 
predecessors, 

A  further  five  licensed  premises  which  were  substandard  have  either 
been  closed  or  replaced  by  modern,  spacious  premises.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  service  has  absorbed  the  increased  work  load  imposed  upon  it  by 
the  growth  of  the  town  without  additional  labour  or  vehicles  but  the  time 
is  coming  when  the  sheer  bulk  of  refuse  mil  overwhelm  the  capacity  of  our 
present  fleet. 

To  this  end  the  Local  Authority  are  presently  examining  the  merits  of 
the  new  generation  of  extra  high  capacity  compression  loading  machines  and 
hope  to  add  at  least  one  to  the  fleet  during  the  next  12  months.  It  is 
intended  that  this  should  be  a  replacement  vehicle  and  its  predecessor  will 
become  the  spare  or  standbye  vehicle.  This  will  give  us  a  completely 
modern  and  serviceable  fleet  which  will  bo  well  up  to  its  task. 

A  start  has  been  made  on  updating  the  incentive  bonus  scheme  and  it 
is  hoped  that  it  will  be  in  operation  before  you  read  this. 

The  "dirty  workers"  strike  which  paralysed  large  parts  of  the  country's 
Public  Cleansing  Services  hardly  touched  us.  We  were  only  brought  into  the 
militant  area  a  few  days  before  the  strike  ended,  but,  in  any  case,  a  local 
agreement  brought  our  men  back  to  work  after  only  2  days  on  strike. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


During  the  year  under  review  agreement  was  reached  for  the  K.U.D.C. 
to  tip  into  quarries  being  used  for  the  disposal  of  colliery  waste. 

After  years  of  shortage  of  covering  material,  resulting  in  tip  fires, 
totting  and  other  disposal  evils,  wo  now  find  wo  have  almost  an 
embnrassment  of  riches  in  this  respect. 

Our  loading  shovel,  after  many  years  of  useful  service  was  finally 
pensioned  off  and  now  track  laying  vehicle  brought  into  use.  Together  with 
the  abundance  of  covering  material,  both  wet  and  dry,  now  available  to  us, 
this  machine  is  proving  to  be  something  of  a  Godsend.  Our  fingers  are 
firmly  crossed  but  it  looks,  to  date,  as  though  the  fire  problem  has  been 
beaten  and  the  tip  itself  is  as  good  looking  as  any  tip  in  use  can  be. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  partnership  of  N.C.B.,  W.R.C.C.,  and  K.U.D.C. 
will  result  in  greatly  extended  playing  fields  for  -the  Knottingley  High 
School. 


CESSPOOL  AMD  GULLEY  CLEr.USIHG 


The  vehicle  and  crew  carrying  out  this  service  have  perhaps  the 
dirtiest,  most  thankless  and  yet  varied  of  anyone  in  the  Department. 

They  are  responsible  not  only  for  Cesspool  and  Road  gulley  cleansing 
but  also  for  clearing  private  drains  (re-charge able),  emptying  slurry 
tanks  at  local  works  (re-chargeable),  sower  flushing,  pumping  out  flooded 
cellars  and  assisting  the  sower  gang  in  their  labours* 

To  date,  thoy  have  also  been  responsible  for  fighting  tip  fires  but 
we  are  hoping  that  this  particular  job  can  now  stop.  Certainly  it  is  not, 
at  the  moment,  occupying  any  of  their  time. 

The  thanks  of  the  Council  and  the  inhabitants  of  Knottingley  are  due 
to  the  cheerful  and  vailing  crew  of  this  vehicle.

DOMESTIC  SMOKE  CONTROL 

What  can  be  said  on  this  subject?  I  was  sorely  tempted  to  produce  a 
completely  blank  sheet  with  black  edges. 

Another  alternative  would  have  been  to  re-produce  again  my  comments 
of  last  year  which,  I  feel,  still  hold  good. 

No  matter  whose  fault  it  all  was,  the  situation  is  that  in  1970  NO 
domestic  smoke  control  work  -  other  than  the  odd  conversion  -  was  possible. 

Occupiers  once  again  re-acquainted  themselves  with  bituminous  coal  and 
the  merchants,  by  and  large,  carried  on  as  usual. 

As  I  write  this,  I  know  that  the  suspensions  have  been  lifted  and  we 
can  and  must  once  again  enforce  the  Orders.  Enthusiasm  and  the  pioneering 
spirit  are  once  again  the  order  of  the  day. 

So  far,  so  good.  Now  my  members  and  my  staff  must,  in  the  words  of 
the  songwriter  "Pick  ourselves  up,  Dust  ourselves  off,  and  start  all  over 
again". 

Wo  hope,  with  all  our  hearts,  that  this  will  be  possible  and  I  appeal 
to  everyone  concerned,  manufacturers,  dealers,  members,  officials  and  users 
of  fuel  -  Give  us  a  fair  chance.  It  can  and  must  be  done,  for  the  benefit 
of  old  and  young,  individuals  and  the  country  at  large. 

INDUSTRIAL  SMOKE  CONTROL 

Basically  the  industrial  processes  and  plant  under  the  control  of 
the  Local  Authority  comply  with  the  Act.  The  statutory  defences  have  been 
used  once  or  twice  during  the  year  and  investigation  has  shown  them  to  be 
usually  justified. 

At  the  latter  end  of  the  year  one  or  two  of  our  registered  Alkali 
etc.  Dorics  gave  trouble  and  I  fear  that  their  problems  are  not  going  to 
be  quickly  or  cheaply  solved. 

Relationships  with  H.M.  Alkali  Inspectorate  are  good.  A  completely 
free  interchange  of  ideas  and  comments  takes  place,  at  any  rate,  at 
Official  level.

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OFFICE,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 


All  premises  covered  by  the  above  Act  within  the  Urban  District  have 
been  registered.  All  new.  shops  and  offices  are  inspected  as  soon  as 
possible  after  completion  and  registration  forms  completed  in  respect  of 
those  where  it  is  necessary.  All  plans  for  new  commercial  construction 
aro  submitted  to  this  Department  and  we  are,  therefore,  able  to  advise 
builders  and  developers  of  their  responsibilities  under  the  Act  and  ensure 
that  any  necessary  works  are  carried  out  during  construction. 

There  are  still  one  or  two  premises  exempted  from  all  parts'  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  but  these  aro  all  premises  which  will  bo  closed  as 
a  result  of  our  central  redevelopment  plan  which  is  now  getting  under 
way. 


All  promises  have  been  inspected  at  least  once  during  the  year  and 
most  of  them  more  than  once  as  a  consequence  of  visits  to  check  over 
matters  which  arise  in  the  day  to  day  administration  of  a  health 
department.

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MDI3JS  ABATEMENT 


Whilst  this  subject  has  not  yet  loomed  largely  in  our  work,  public 
awareness  of  noise  is  obviously  growing  rapidly.  Matters  which  only  a  year 
or  two  ago  would  have  been  accepted  as  normal  industrial  or  construction 
noises  are  now  very  quickly  reported  to  my  Department  in  order  that  some 
form  of  action  can  be  taken. 

During  the  year,  the  major  noise  problems  have  been  caused  by  pile 
driving  equipment,  large  pump  installations  and  road  repair  works.  In  all 
cases,  some  arrangement  has  been  arrived  at  which  has  satisfied  all  the 
parties  concerned  and  wo  have  so  far  had  no  need  to  make  any  threatening 
noises  on  this  score. 

Industry  itself  has  realised  many  of  the  dangers  and  problems 
associated  with  noise  and  many  sound  reducing  or  sound  muffled  appliances 
are  now  on  the  market.  The  use  of  these,  together  with  a  realisation  that 
certain  noises  only  become  objectionable  in  the  public’s  mind  at  certain 
times,  will,  I  feel  certain,  enable  us  to  keep  a  very  firm  grip  on  this 
problem  at  least  within  our  own  Urban  District.
